WASHINGTON, March 8,—Mr, and Mrs. 
Edward B. McLean, fhe latest holders of 
the famous Hope diamond, have not es- 
caped the ill-fortune supposed to follow 
the historic stone. They have only had 
the jewel since Jan. 28, but already suit 
has been filed against them in the Su- 
preme Court of the District of Columbia 
by the Cartier firm from which the Mc- 
Leans procured the diamond for the re- 
covery of the full purchase price, $180,000, 
and for a pendant said to have been esti- 
mated in the transaction at $26,000... This 
pendant, which is said to belong to-young 
Mrs. McLean, was to have been given in\ 
part payment. 

Friends of the McLeans say to-night 
that there has been no transfer of own- 
ership of the diamond; that the McLears 
took it simply for inspection, and have 
several ‘times tried in vain to induce the 
Cartiers to take it back. After the Mc- 
Leans had it for a few days, it is said, 
they decided to return it. Mrs. McLean 
is said not to have worn the expensive 
ornament since it came into her posses- 
sion. The suit was filed this morning by 
Louls ‘C. Cartier ang Pierre Cartier, jew- 
elers of New York’ and Paris, trading 
under the name of “Cartier.” The Car- 
tier allegation is that Mr. and Mrs. Mc-

OF 950,000 BY CLERK 


Paymaster’s Safe on the Georgia 
Broken Open While Vessel 
Was at Guantahamo. 


HE MAY BE CAPTURED 


Navy Department in Washligton 
Hears That Missing Man Has 
Been Apprehended In Cuba.

WASHINGTON, March 8.—Paymaster’s 
Clerk Lee of the battleship Georgia, flag- 
ship of the Fourth Division of the At- 
lantic Fleet, is wanted by the Navy De- 
partment for the théft of something more 
than $50,000 from the safe in the Georgia. 
The robbery occurred about two weeks 
ago, while the Georgia was at Guan- 
tanamo. 

Officials of the Navy Department are 
extremely reticent about it, but it was 
learned to-night that ‘Lee broke into the 
safe and got away with the money. The 
Navy people have been looking for him 
ever since, but no trace of him has been 
found. A Court of Inquiry was appointed 
at once, which has exonerated Paymaster 
John W. Morse, upon whose nomination 
Lee, the clerk, was appointed. 

Morse fs responsible to the Government 
for the money and is under sufficient 
bond, so that the Government will not 
lose anything. The supposition is that 
Lee is in hiding somewhere in Cuba, 
but it ig possible. of course, that he has 
made his way back to thé United States, 
or to some_port in the Caribbean, where 
hig capture will be extremely difficult. 

It is reported here that Secret Service 
officers located Lee in Cuba while he 
was negotiating to return to the United 
States with his booty. It is understood 
that the clerk requested shore leave just 
before he committed the theft. He got the 
money and was away some hours before 
the shortage’ was, discovered.

Fourteen hundred and fifty, completely

Five or ten train loads of guns 
and accoutrements can easily be rushed 
to the border if needed. 


ROOSEVELT OFF FOR TEXAS.

MUCH ENGLISH MONEY, TOO 


Men of Both Nations Closely Associ- 
ated in Many Enterprises—Trade 
in German Hands. 


In view of the mobilization of American 
troops on the Texas-Mexican. border and 
what such a move portends, interest has 
been drawn to the amount of American 
and foreign capital invested in Mexico. 
American capital alone {fs estimated by 
Ambassador Wilson at  $1,000,000,000. 
There is no definite way of learning the 
amount of English and Continental cap- 
ital, but those who are familiar with 
Mexican affairs put it as more than the 
American interest. 

The enterprises which have 4 manded 
large lump sums have been chit fly rail- 
road and electric power corporations, and 
these have been more attractive to Eng- 
lish and Continental capital, although 
American bankers have participated 
largely in the financing of the biggest 
railroad system of the country, which 
operates under Government control. Mines 
and like enterprises have been equally 
attractive to English and American capi- 
tal, but the general commercial business 
of the country is very largely in German 
hands. 

There are 75,000 Americans’ in Mexico, 
10,000 in Mexico City alone, and most of 
these are interested either in mines or 
railroads or engineering enterprises. The 
principal property with which American 
capital is identified is the National Rail- 
ways of Mexico, formed by a consolida- 
tion under Government control in 1909 of 
the chief railroad systems of the coun- 
try. This consolidation, which operates a 
total of 5,261 miles, took in a number of 
companies in which America# sapital wag 
dominant. 

Practically all of the railroad develop- 
ment of the country up to that time had 
been accomplished with American and 
European capital. The principal underly- 
ing lines were the Mexican Central Rail- 
way Company, Limited, the National Rail- 
road of Mexico and Hidalgo & Northeast- 
ern Railroad Company, Limited, the Mex- 
ican Pacific Railway Company, and the 
Mexican International Railroad Company. 
The consolidated company has $230,000,000 
capitalization, a large part of which 
passed into the hands cf the original for- 
eign investors, and $135,453,640 of bonded

GIVES PRAISE TO THE IRISH 


Some Municipalities Do Not Advance 
Through Lack of Them—Ambassa- 
dor Describes British Institutions. 


James Bryce, the British Ambassador to 
the United States, spoke on .“‘ Municipal 
Government in Great Britain” at the 
City Club last night at a dinner, at whicti 
he was the guest of honor. Six of: the 
eight members of the Board of Estimate— 
Controller Prendergast, President John 
Purroy Mitchel of the Board of Alderman, 
and Borough Presidents McAneny, Miller, 
Cromwell, and Gresser—were present as 
special guests. 

Joseph H. Choate, formerly Ambassador 
to Great -Britain, was to have) presided; 
but he sent word that owing to a death 
in his family he would have to remain 
away, and ex-Mayor Seth Low took his 
place. ~ Nearly persons were present, 
many of th well-known business men, 
and they fave Ambassador Bryce a 
rousing reception, the entire gathering 
first drinking his health and then cheer- 
ing him several minutes. 

The Ambassador confined his remarks 
almost entirely to the municipal govern- 
ment in Great Britain, but he had some 
optimistic things to say about the govern- 
ment of cities in the United States. 

I cannot tell you how much it touches 
me,"’ he said, “to find myself from time 
to time the object of a welcome which I 
cannot feel I have done anything to de- 
serve. It affects me none the less that 
it comes from the kindness you feel to- 
ward one who has tried to learn some- 
thing of your country, and can say that 
the mere he learns the deeper is his af- 
fection for it. 

“Tt may surprise some’of you to learn 
that although we are in the habit of 
quoting antiquity as the origin of munic- 
ipal govefhment, our present English sys- 
tem only dates frpm the year 1835, al- 
though there are evidences of municipal 
governments that are very old, as old as 
the Conquest practically. 

“Now, the first int I have to note 
about our municipal system is that it is 
generally uniform. All our municipalities 
consist of towns and cities,-and are cre- 
ated by general statutes, which are 
amended from time to time, and lay down 


the outline or general structure of govern- 
rent.”’ 

Mr. Bryce then declared that municipal 
elections in England are for the most 
part pure, with very little bribery or re- 
peating. Party lines, he said, play very 
little part in their elections, a good candi- 
date not being opposed as a rule simply 
because he did not belong to the right 
party. If a candidate is faithful to his 
trust it is not very difficult for him to 
get a renomination. The Mayor is_ not 
elected, but is chosen from the Councillors 
and is the only member of the City Gov- 
ernment who receives a salary. 

No City Council has the ae to grant 
franchises. that function ing attended 
to bv Partiament, after thorough judicial 
inquiry on the part .of special committees 
selected to do the work. The process is 
entirely fair, but has the objection of 
being costly. 

Many municipalities in England and 
Scoutland control their own street railways 
and other public utilities, and municipal 
ownership has worked fairly successfully, 

y. in Glasgow. So far as it has 


Yi gone the people are satisfied with the ex- 


periment. 

One advantage of English municipal 
Governments, the speaker pointed out, 
was that their problems are of compara- 
tively slow growth, while here questions 
develop rapidly. The inf!ux of immigrants 
into America has also made a*great dif- 
ference, whereas one of the best assets 
of England is tradition. 

“If it wasn’t for tradition,” said the 
Ambassador. “I don’t know what we 
should do. We all live under the shadow 
wf the past.’’ oe 

*T think the difficultles you have in 
this country in the way of municipal gov- 
ernment,”’ he went on, “are bound to di- 
minish and are diminishing since I first 
knew New York, when William H. Tweed 
was the boss of his ring. I don’t think 1 
can say much more than this. The out- 
look is distinctly more hopeful than ever 
before. When asked the reason of the 
stagnation of reform in other cities I feel 
inclined to say it is_because there are not 
enough Irish there. 

“It seermts to me that things in this 
country are more and more inclined to 
settle dom: They are getting into a 
more -sta condition. It is quite clear 
that the framework of your municipal 
governments is much plainer in outline 
than thirty years ago.” 

The Ambassador expressed the opinion 
that there ought to be a better adjust- 
ment here of the relation of business to 
pcelitics. Business corporations in this 
country are too much inclined to use pol- 
ities for their own needs, and, after all, 
a city is not so much a civic body as a 
great business co ration, and should 
be dealt with entirely on business lines.

The. hasty departure of, District Attor- 
ney Whitman for Albany at midnight 
last night started a report that he had 
been sumnioned by Gov. Dix in regard to 
the Carnegié Trust investigation. It-was 
reported that Gov. Dix had sent to Mr. 
Whitman a letter requesting him to con- 
suit. with Attorney General Carmody on 
matters relating to the investigation. 

It was stated that ‘the Governor's letter 
was sent to this city from Albany in the 
custody of Charles A. Collin; a former 
law partner of William F. Sheehan. 

The first cheering news that depositors 
in the Carnegie’ Trust. Company have 
heard since the institution was closed on 
Jan. 7 by the State Banking Department 
was received yesterday,.when it beca:ne 
known that a dividend of about 15 per 
cent, would be declared next month by 


'the bank examiner in charge. This will 


be paid some time after April 15, probably 
within a week after that date. 

. Althongh the officials-ef the State Bank- 
ing Department refuse to discuss the 
tangled affairs of the Carnegie: Trust, it 
was learned on excellent authority yes- 
terday that several hundred ‘thousand dol- 
lars in cash have either been paid into 
the institution or will be in the next few 
days. The office fixtures, which were 
valued.at 113,000 in the first inventory, 
are now being appraised, and private bids 
are being received for them. ‘Within a 
week they are expected to be disposed ot 
for cash. . These fixtures include a large 
number of mahogany desks, tables and 
chairs, and solid mahogariy wainscoting. 

There is no hint yet as to what the sec- 
ond payment to depositors is likely to he. 
It will depend on what ‘success the Bank- 
ing Department meets in disposing of the 
unlisted securities. which were dumped 
upon the Carnegie Trust by the Cummins 
syndicate after William J. Cummins and 
his associateé came into the company’s 
affairs. 


*The Banking Department has been un- 
able to dispose of many of these securi- 
ties, Even the State.and City. bonds held 


as collateral for loans have not been sold. 
These last named will be the first to be 
realized upon, and the proceeds will fig- 
ure in,the first dividend to be paid de- 
positors. 

Mr. Cummins and his associates have 
been holding daily conferences with the 
view of redeeming the pledges held by 
the company which they controlled, but 
it was learned yesterday that none of 
them had yet satisfied the Banking De- 
partment that he can liquidate his indebt- 
edness. The syndicate members, however, 
are expecting outside. aid, and have so 
informed the Banking Department. 

No preference will be shown in the pay- 
ment of depositors, a City ‘of New 
York, whose deposit is $650,000, will -re- 
ceive only its pro rata share of whatever 

dividend: the Banking Department. decides 
oh.as its.first payment to.depositors. This 
city deposit was what remained of the

early in 1910. It was shaved down after

PLUMBING LEAKS DANGEROUS 


Health Department Reveals Serious 
Coridition—May Have Caused Deaths. 
of Justices Dayton and Whitney. 


Sharp attention to the sanitary condi- 
tion of the ola Tweed. County Court 
House was called yesterday by the action 
of Supreme Court Justice Gerard, in mov- 
ing from Trial Term, Part XVII., to Triel 
Term, Part XIII., on account of the foul 
state of the former courtroom. He gaye 
out at the same time a@ report -by the 


Health Department on. the entire Court 
House. 


“Why did I come upstairs?’’ asked Jus- 
tice Gerard. ‘“ For the same reason that 
a duck coémes up out of the water—to get 
air.. How can the public expect proper 
justice from anemic Judges, working un- 
der: insanitary conditions? ” 

His Honor then called attention to pas- 
sages'in the report of Health Commission- 
er Lederle’s spectors on the Court 
House. This was made nearly a year aso, 
but few changes have since been made. 

“If such conditions were found in a 
tenement ‘house the Board of Health 
would close it immediately and put the 
tenants on the street,” declared yesterday 
a Judge’s secretary, who has practiced in 
tenement: house cases, and it was recalled 
that the deaths of Justices Dayton and 
Whitney were attributed openly by their 
colleagues tothe insanitary condition of 
the Court’ House. 

The Health Commissioner's report cov- 
ers ‘several pages of typewriting. Four 
of these, devoted to the plumbing, are too 
nauseating for print, and report that the 
plumbing, is in a leaky condition. 

Severe criticism ts pa assed on the heat- 
ing system of the building. 

“*Nearly all of the rooms in the build- 
ing,”’ it is declared, *‘ are heated by an in- 
direct system. We found the heated 
air entering the rooms from this indirect 
system to be foul and offensive.” 

This condition the report attributes to 
the limited amount of fresh air obtaina- 
ble and dirty air chambers and ducts. 
Moreover, many of the outlet pipes, it is, 
stated, terminate on the top floor, where 
the air is delivered by Graught, and the 
vitiated air. remains. in the building to be 
circulated. thromghout.

This is his statement: 


The decision af the commission which was 
handed down on. Feb. 23 lays down as a 
basic prinviple that: 

“ Nothing but an-actus! test can satisfac- 
torily determine the financial results . front 
the operation of these several carriers.” 

This conclusion Is entirely logical and rea- 
gconable, but it absolutely precluded the pos- 
sibility of any other decision than that 4ar- 
rived at by the commission, for the simpie 
reason that the time which intervened be- 
tween the filing of the tariffs and the date 
of the decision of the case was not suffi- 
cient to enable the commission to judge of 
the merits of the case upon the basis 38 
the commission states is the only one whith 
could be. accepted as’ satisfactory. 

Based on the results of the year ending 
June 30,.1910, and former years, the com- 
mission predicts that the result of the oper- 
ation of the several carriers in interest wi:l 
be ‘s> satisfactory as to prove that the in- 
crease in rates. asked for is not necessary, 
and the commission adds: 

‘Tf actual results should determine that 
our forecast of the future Is wrong ‘there 
might be ground for asking a further con- 
sideration of. this su'>ject.’’ t 


Railronds Take:It in Good Faith. 


The railroads of the country have aceepted 
the decision of the commission cheerfully 
and in good ‘aith, and they hope that earn- 
ings, as disclosed morith by month by: their 
reports of operations, may fully verify the 
forecast of the commission. As a result of 
the décision the New York Central & Hud- 
son River Raliroad has reduced its dividend 
from 6 per cent. to 5 pet cent. per annum. 

Every economy that can be adopted and 
enforced that will not result in Injury to the 
preperty or impairment of the value of the 
service will be made effective; and, if the 
result demonstrates the correctness of the 
forecast of the commission the raflroads will 
cheerfully acknowledge that’ they were mis- 
taken i their apprehensions. If, on the 
other hand, the result of the operation of the 
roads justifies some measure of increase in 
their revenues, it is believed that the com- 
mission will promptly consider a*new appil- 
cation for increased rates, and the rafroads 
will very gled!y leave to the commission the 
easure of increase and the 
Glasses and commodities on which such in- 
erease shall apply.

ATLANTA, Ga., March 8—Among the 
speakers dt the’ Southern Commercial Con- 
gress here to-day, were Secretary of Agri- 
culture Wilson, who. predicted enormous 
prosperity for the South, growing out of 
the diversification of crops, and George 
W. Perkins of New York, who suggested 
a business court in Washington, as a 
means of coftroiling corporations. Mr. 
Perkins's idea was that this court should 
be composed of successful business men. 

““A corporation’ is a composite of steam, 
electricity, and men,” he said. 
learned how to regulate and éontrot steam 
and electricity. Let us teach ourselves 
how to regulate and control a corpora- 
tion.” Laying stress upon the geat -in- 
fluence electricity and steam—notably as 
means of. intercommunication—have. had

UNCONSTITUTIONAL NOVELTIES. 
The Texas Court of Criminal Appeals 

unanimously supports the opinion of 

the Chief Justice that the initiative 
und referendum ‘are unconstitutional, 

Tiie Case afose upon the violation of

in Dallas. “The charter of Dallaspboth 


sives the usual officials the usual -pow- 


ers to regulate public. facilities, and 
adds that: when such regulations are 
adopted by the.method of the initiative 
and referendum they tannot be altered 
except by a similar submission to the 
popular vote. The défendant violated 
such an ordinance, and its validity was 
essential to-the punishment of the tele-

“The opinion of the court is that the 
people have incapacitated themestves 
for guch functions of legislation by 
adopting the Constitution which con- 
tains the familiar provisions’ setting 
mp the accustomed form of govern- 
ment by three departments with dele- 
gated powers to make and administer 
the laws. Undoubtedly the people re- 


———— 


must be enacted by the, Legislature. 

The distinction is fundamental and 
inherent in the distinction between rep- 
fesentative and democratic govern- 
ment. The ruling of the court, there- 
fore, is superior’ to the language of any 
particular constitution, and.is depend- 
ent upon general principles, To hold 
the contrary is to hold that life, lis- 
erty, and property may be dependent 
upon suffrage, and not upon constitu- 
tional guarantees. For if the Legis- 
lature may be displaced, so may be the 
judiciary, the guardian of the Constitu- 
tion. The ideal of constitutional gov- 
ernment antagonizes both the idea of 
rule by a minority or by a democracy, 
an4 is not consistent with local eleo- 
tions producing variant results in the 
same State, and under conditions which 
are not truly expressive of the consid- 
ered will of the people, although so rep- 
resen This decision may be an- 
other miscarriage of justice, but it 
takes the appearance rather of an ob- 
stacle in the way ef making over our 
Government without stopping to think 
the thing through. 

— — — — 
DEMOCRATIC LEADERSHIP. 

In the situation that has arisen for 
the Democratic Party in the last year 
there is great need, great opportunity, 
and considerable promise for the pro- 
duction of adequate leadership, not 
merely in the National organization, or 
that of the States, but throughout the 
party.. The change that has taken place 
is very great. It fs not merely that the 
Republican Party has been sharply 
checked by a movement of general pro- 
test. That has happened before without 
producing very serious results. The 
most iffcant fact is that the Repub- 
Moan Party not only his been defeated 
in a. National election, but has been dis- 
tinctly divided on a question of essen- 
tial policy, and not only that the party 
has been divided but that fts official 
leader, the President, hag abandoned his 
previous attitude of submission to: the 
old leaders, and has taken long steps 
toward the progressive policy of the 
dissidents. This makes {t possible for 
the Democrats, if they have the wisdom 
to seize the opportunity, to enact ‘sub- 
stantial portions of their own pro- 
gramme and to put the remainder in 
the way of accomplishment. In other 
words they have a chance for construc 
tive work that oan-win the approval 
and confidence of the people and form 
the’ basis of further advance. 

And the. work that awaits them is 


‘worthy ‘of thé best efforts of the best 


citizens. In substance, it is the aboli- 
tion of privilege, the withdrawal of leg- 
islative. favors from private interests, 
the divorce of the Government from de- 
moralizing pertnership with private 
greed; and, as @ sure result, a direct 
and great relief to all classes of the 
people, and most relief to those least 
able .to bear burdens. It is a task that 
appeals to the sense of justice which, if 
it can be reached, is the strongest mo- 
tive power in the politics of a demo- 
cratic oommunity. It is & task which, 
if pursued faithfully. and ‘intelligently, 
is sure to arouse, the interest of the 
young men of the country and to enlist 
thétr energy, courage, and fidelity. It 
ie this fact that makes immensely im- 
portant the leadership of the party 
which last Fall received a tentative 
mandate to take up tle great work of 
sound, practical, and permanent tariff 
reform.

LAW AND BUSINESS. 
. It may be doubted that the Southern | 
States ever held a more distinguished 
meeting of official and representative 
personages than the Commercial Con« 
gress now sitting at Atlanta. The Pres- 
ident of the United States id to be there 
with his predecessor. Not improbably 
their successors ate among the-twenty- 
two Governors, including Wizson of the 
Bast and Hanmow of thé West.

Busjpess ‘is done, he pointed out, with 
mind rather than with musole, and the 
electrical inventions of the age have 
emancipated minds from time and 
space more completely than steam has 
given business men contro! over the 
movements of merchandise. This is 
the reason business is on a larger scale 


than in the precorporate age, when the | 


organization was lacking to deal with 
the opportunities new crowded upon 
the men of brains in the business 
world. But while inventors have thus 
reduced ‘the world to a. township the 
lawmakers are seeking to contract the 
capacities which inventérs and organ- 
izers have placed at its service, and of 
the ‘United States fn particular, whose 
area and eager population have great- 
est need Yor them. The Sherman law 
has been futile to control these expand- 
ing activities, nor can the result be 
reached by any law short of ene forbid- 
ding the use of steam, electricity, and 
corporations. In no other way can the 
world be shrunk back again to the con- 
tracted. area.of service which it has 
outgrown. ⸗ 

The alternative is to learn to control 
corporations as we have learned to con- 
trol individuals and natural forces. It 
is the methods of some corporations 
which are dangerous, not the corpéra- 
tions themselves: The remedy is to 
punish the man who commits the crime, 
not the, corporation which serves the 
public, ror the stockholders who com- 
prise the corporation, and dre victims 
rather than criminals. We, have laws 
for old crimes, but we lack standards 
and customs for unprecedented and al- 
tering conditions, we need methods for 
supplying them, and for reaching and 
rendering decisions upon subjects suit- 
able for neither criminad nor legal pro- 
cedure. Just‘as immoral acts are sub- 
mitted to a jury of ,the neighberhood, 
go these new novel offenses ought to be 
submitted to a new sort of tribunal, of 
special capacity and probity for dealing 
with strange problems. regarding cap!- 
tal, and tho relations between labor 
and capital, and of both t6 consumers. 
Ghe immediate problem's the substi- 
tution of ce-operation for cempetition. 
Intercorporate .competition too mitch 
resembles war to be“tdlerated. It is 
economically destructive, it embitters 


the relations of forces which ought to 


untte. in public service, and thus it 
fails in serving the public.. The rea- 
sonebleness of railway rates is but one 
phage of this broad subject, and it is 
percetved that the reasonableness - of 
rates is onty another way of postulat- 
ing the reasonableness of profits, and 
indeed of all prices, including the price 
or wage of both labor and capital. 
Similar elements énter into all these 
large questions, Exorbitant rewards and

bar of public opinion, which demands 
gn exponent end a guide. Workers, 
consumers, government, stockholders, 
employers demand a jurisdiction such 
as is supplied for crimes by juries of 
the common people, guided by Judges 
trained in the mnohanging laws of mo- 
ralities. But these new crimes are not 
like the old, for.they are committed by 
the best ef men of business, and their 
total prehfbition and savage punish- 
ment is a sentence of society against 
itnelf.

Thus, by an exaggeration of emphasis, 
Judge Luorpszr casts the universities and 
leading professions under a black shadow 
of crime... Unquestionably the ablest men 
come out of the universities, equipped 
with the develéped strength and skilled 
helps of a liberal education, powerful for 
good and equally powerful for evil. No 
man was ever placed in a position - of 
great trust .and responsibility without 
the ability to abuse it at his discretion. 

There are a few signal instances of such 
abuses of power. Historians have some- 
times attempted to excuse them. MAcavU- 
LAY, for example, besought his readers to 
judge the’ irregularities of Lord Crivz 
in the light of the relatively slight aber- 
rations of a powerful planet, aberrations 
which, if indulged in by a small meteor, 
might be regarded as criminally erratic. 
Thus the crimes of Qurvn were paliiated. 
But. the vividness of his metaphér blinded 
MACAULAY to-the truth. The dabler and 
more gifted the man, the clearér is his 
consciousness of what is expedient and 
morally_right. When a well-educated man 
sins, he sins against the light. It is ex- 
ceedingly difficult for him to acquire 
@ vision of moral obliquity which would 
guide him toward treasonable and 6fim- 
inal acts. Not many such men come out 
of the universities. Such as Go are not 
representative of the forces which our 
higher institutions bring to bear upon 
the life of the Nation. They misrepresent 
these forges. “Doubtless Judge Lurpsrr 
would admit this., But his recent efforts 
in emulation of the muckrakers have vi- 
tiated his. style.
